In Norway, the escaped 
Serbs said, the laborers were shot 
if they showed signs of fatigue. 
Some starved to death. They re- 
ported 50 were shot in one day, in- 
cluding the Belgrade engineer Sin- 
isa Savic and several teachers and 
students.

Pacific, and their planes con- 
tinued to show “flying funeral- 
pyre traits,” bursting’ into flames 
and crashing when hit by even a 
few bullets. 

Watching from the ship's bridge 
I saw fighter pilots shoot down 31 
planes and anti-aircraft down 24 
more in an action-packed 10 min- 
utes as they broke up an 80-plane 
enemy formation attacking Ameri- 
can ships. Fifty-five enemy planes 
plunged into the water, exploded 
or disintegrated in mid-air.

VICHY, Sept. 11—(AP)—British 
motorized columns were reported 
here today to be advancing on Tan- 
anarive, Madagascar’s inland cap- 
ital, and Antsirabe after having 
captured the west coast ports of 


Majunga and Morondava, facing the | 


southeast coast of Africa across the 
Mozambique Channel. 

While these reports were being 
received, head-of-government 
Pierre Laval charged that the Un- 
ited States shares “equal respon- 
sibility” with Britain for the at- 
tack and read a telegram from 
Governor Annet of the Vichy-con- 
trolled island denying a British 
charge that it had been used by 
the Axis. 

(It was on that basis that the Un- 
ited States state department yester- 
day announced formal approval of 
the British action, British inform- 
ants said German espionage agents 
have operated on the island and 
Japanese submarines preying on 
Indian ocean shipping have been 
supplied in coves along Madagas- 
car's more than 3,000 miles of 
coast.) 

Laval asserted that “up to now, 
according to telegrams, there are 
only British soldiers (on Mada- 

gascar) but America officially sup- 
ports the action.” 

He continued: 

“The encouragement given Eng- 
land by America places the United 
States in a position. of responsibil- 
ily equal to that of England for the 
attack,”

EW YORK, Sept. 11.— 
(BUP).— The slapping of 
many British and American 
faces in the far east by Jap- 


|anese soldiers can be ascrib-| 


led largely to the inferiority 
apo of Japanese people, 
in the opinion of veteran 
North American residents of 
Japan. 

Face-slappings were more com- 
mon. in Hong Kong than else- 
where in the Jap-invaded areas of 
the Far East. This was probably 
due to the fact Hong Kong was 
the first Occidental territory to 
be captured by Japan in the war, 
and provided the Japanese mili- 
tary their first “victory celebra- 
tion.” 


Kong, I saw groups of British, 
Dutch and Americans herded about 
the streets in groups for the “edifi- 
cation” of Chinese, Portuguese and 
other neutrals. Faces of “enemy 
aliens” were slapped at the slightest 
provocation. 


“MUST SHOW PEOPLE” 

I asked my Japanese guard, Cor- 
poral Yasuichi Uehara, one day why 
it was necessary to slap faces of 
prisoners so often “You our 
enemies,” he explained. “Must show 
people you prisoner.” 

Half an hour later, Uehara storm- 
ed into my room and bluntly asked, 
in broken English, how much it 
would cost him to attend college 
for one year in the United States. 
Although my cheek still stung from 
the slapping of my guard an hour 
before, this seemingly innocent 
question left me bewildered. As it 
turned out, his question war in all 
sincerity. 

} Americans who have resided 
among Japanese for as long as 
20. years have admitted their in-

In War, Peace 
Told Authors 


MONTREAL, Sept. 11.—(CP)— 

J. A. McNeil, general manager of 

the Canadian Press, addressing 
the Canadian Authors’ Associa- 

tion last night, said “it is not 
enough for the press of North 

America to go all-out for victory; 

it must also be prepared to work 
how and henceforth for the peace 
to come.” 

It is difficult for even the most 
acute intelligence to visualize the 
chaos which iii prevail the world 
over when the guns cease firing, 
Mr. McNeil said, and in the solu- 
tion of the post-war problems the 
press can and will be an outstand- 
ing participant. “Its readiness to 
do so is already made apparent in 
widespread editorial support, or at 
least acceptance, of new national 
and international ideals, economic 
concepts and social reforms which 
not so long ago would have been 
anathema to press and _ public 
alike.” . 


AVOID SPECIAL INTEREST 

The after-war newspaper, Mr. Mc- 
Neil thought, would avoid being too 
closely identified with any special 
interest, whether it be capital, 
labor. race, creed or political or so- 
cial dogma. 

Mr. McNeil felt that the chief 
function which newspapers should 
play in wartime was “the presenta- 
tion in just proportions of news of 
the global war and of world-wide, 
domestic and local affairs, judici- 
ously selected from the dismaying 
volume of material made available 
to them, supplemented by informed 
and reasoned comment.” 

This, he thought, was being 
done by the majority of Canadian 
daily and weekly papers within 


the limits imposed by their fin- 
ancial resources and wartime 
handicaps, the latter including 
shortage of staffs due to military 
necessities and the drafting of 
many skilled journalists to fill 
positions in the censorship and 
the publicity branches of the gov- 
ernments and armed services. 
“One dis-service of which many 
newspapers may be justly accused,” 
Mr. MeNeil said, “is that they have 
yielded to a double temptation— 
desire to promote sales, and indul- 


gence of the human propensity to |

prefer good news to bad. 

“This has led to the realization 
by thinking persons that according 
to some of the papers we are win 
ning the war in the front-page 
eight-column two-inch headlines 
while losing it or barely holding our | 
own in the actual despatches below 
or in the inner pages.” 


REGAINING INFLUENCE 


Mr. McNeil saw signs that news- 
papers were regaining in wartime, 
public influence which had dimin- 
ished for various reasons. 

“In recent months especially, 
criticism of public men and mea- 
sures, and the interpretation and 
expression of the thoughts and de- 
sires of the citizenship at large, 
have caused governments on both 
sides of the international line to 
modify, amend or even reverse 
policies or proposals which were 
of dubious wisdom.” 

Mr. McNeil predicted that with 
shortages of some vital necessi- 
ties, newspapers with the passiny 
months are likely to have fewer 
pages, with a resultant cutting 
down of non-essential features 
and adoption of more concise 
writing. 

Newspapers also were moving in 
the direction of prgviding more 
background and interpretation of 
the news, and, in this way, while 
performing its chief function of in- 
forming the public, “the press is 
also resuming to some extent its 
former place as a moulder of pub- 
lic thought.” 


OUTSTANDING SERVICE 


Referring to the Canadian Press 
he said, “No country in the world of 
Canada’s population, or even twice | 
or five-fold its population, receives 
a news service to compare with that 
of the Canadian Press in scope, ac- 
curacy and impartiality. In the war 
days still to come and the difficult 
years to follow peace and victory.

TRIBUTE TO PEOPLE 


Mr. King paid tribute to Cana- 
dian men and women for their 
efforts in the armed forces and in 
the industrial war effort and 
urged that to save Canada and 
the world from “the darkest forces 
of evil the world has ever known,” | 
would demand utmost effort of 
each and every individual in <a 
of the United Nations. 

He said that for a full year— 
June, 1940, to June, 1941—Can- 
ada, next to Britain, “was the 
strongest power,actually at war 
with Nazi Germany.” 

“Three years ago it was difficult 
for men and women anywhere to 
believe what was told them of the 
probable duration of the war,” the 
Prime Minister said at the start of 
his address. 

“Much less were they prepared 
to believe that Hitler's aim was 
world conquest. I doubt if peoples 
whose countries have not been in- 
vaded even yet appreciate the mag- 
nitude of the enemy’s designs. Only 
those who themselves have been 
the victims of Nazi or Japanese de- 
ception, terrorism and _ violence 
have | begun to comprehend the real 
issue.’

At the time of Britain’s entry into 
the war he had said of the attack 
on Poland that the fate of a single 
city or the preservation of the in- 
dependence of a particular nation 
were the occasion and not the 
cause of the conflict. 


FREEDOM THREATENED 
Subsequent events had made it 
clear that the war was one which 


threatened the freedom of man- 
kind. 

“T should like to draw a distinc- 
tion tonight, as I did three years 
ago, between the cause of the war, 
and the real issue in the war. The 
cause, as I then said, was the lust 
for conquest—world domination. 
The real issue, however, goes even 
deeper. 
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“More than world domination is 
involved. Domination need not be 
wholly evil. You have heard it said 
| that the best type of ruler is a bene- 
volent despot. To have the world 
contrelled by benevolence, however 
might nat %e 
an unmixed blassing. But a world 
ruled by a tyrant, himself the in- 
would not be a 
blessing in any form—it would be 
an unmixed curse. “Yet that, would 
be the fate of the world should the 
enemy triumph in the conflict be- 
tween the Axis powers aiid the Un- 
ited Nations. 

“The Nazi purpose,” he said, 
“is to destroy every belief, and to 
subvert every institution which, 
from childhood days, men and 
women of the free countries of 
the world have been taught to 
reverence. 

“Their aim is the total destruc- 
tion of the Christian civilization. 

“Some time before the invasion 
of Poland Hitler himself said: 
‘Whoever lights the torch of war 
in Europe can wish for nothing but 
chaos.’

MUST BE DESTROYED 

“The aim of Nazi Germany and 
her militarist Japanese partner is 
not merely the conquest of terri- 
tory, not even world domination 
itself. The forces of evil, incarnated 
in the Axis powers, are seeking to 
possess the world’s soul, and to de- 
stroy the free spirit of man. They 
will accomplish this evil purpose 
unless they themselves are totally 
destroyed. , 

“The consequences of this con- 
flict no living man or woman can 
possibly hope to escape. As the out- 
come of this war, mankind will 
either revert to a condition or bar- 
barity and savagery resulting from 
world chaos, or, by release from 
bondage, humanity will rise to a 
new order of social justice and 
world security.” 

“Three years of war had made the 
issue clear to the peoples of the old 
world and it was necessary that 
those in the new world should be 
equally clear and realize the need 
for utmost contribution to ensure 
defeat of the enemy. 

“Already many of the bravest of 
our land have given their lives in 
mortal combat against the evil 
forces that have been loosed on 
the worid,” he said. “We may be 
sure that those who have given 
their lives in so great a cause 
have not failed of their eternal 
reward, It is well, however, that 
those who have been bereaved 
should appreciate the sacrifice 
of their loved ones at its true 
worth. .. + 

“They have fought and their lives 
have been sacrificed that the 
world’s soul may not be possessed 
by the powers of darkness; that the 
free spirit of man may not be de- 
stroyed; that evil, instead of good, 
may not be exalted in our midst for 
generations to come. Many of them 
may not have been fully conscious 
of how great was the cause for 
which they went-forth to fight. 

“I question if they thought of 
any call save that, of duty, But 
something immortal had been stir- 
ring in their breasts. It impelled 
them to action, We think of them, 
one and all, as they truly are, a 
part of the chivalry of God.” 


TURNS TO CANADA 

Mr. King turned to Canada’s part 
as a nation in three years of war, 

“We are told so often that so 
little publicity has been given to 
Canada's war effort that I may be 
forgiven if I venture to say that, 
as a people, we can and should 
take a legitimate pride in the lead- 
ership which Canada has given to 

the other nations of the new world 
in the past three years. 

“Canada was the first to see the 
real issue and the first to make 
the decision to fight. We were 
the first nation of the new world 
to support and to strengthen 


Britain when she alone stood be- 
tween North America and a Nazi 
attack on this continent.” 


It was no detraction from Brita- 
ain’s honor in what~ had _ been 
described as her finest hour after 
the collapse of France to say that 
no period of the war reflected 
greater credit on Canada. 

“When most of the rest of the 
world expected Britain to share 
the fate of France, Canada sent 
everything we possessed, that had 
immediate military value, to help 
defend Britain from invasion,’ he 
said. 


COASTS EXPOSED 

Canadian coasts were perilously 
exposed when Canadian destroyers 
were sent to British waters, air 


required for 
training in Canada, were turned 
back in mid-Atlantic. 

Dispatch of a second division was 
accelerated and air training inten- 
sified while Cauada’s faith in Bri- 
tain remained firm. Canadian 
troops actually ianded in France, 
just prior to the fall of that coun- 
try, and the Canadian navy assisted | 
in the evacuation. 

“For a full year, from June, 1940, 
to June, 1941, Canada, next to Bri- 
tain, was the strongest power actu- 
ally at war with Nazi Germany,” 
he continued. “It was no exagger- 
ation when Mr. Churchill told the 
world in September, 1941, that 
without Canada’s war. effort the 
resistance of the British Empire 
could not have been maintained. It 
should never be forgotten that if 
that resistance had crumbled, free- 
dom might have perished from the 
earth.” 

For more than a year Canada 
kept the western approaches to 
the northern islands between 

North America and Europe. The 
welcome support of the United 
States enabled Canadian forces 
to move to more advanced posi- 
tions. In the Mediterranean, the 
Middle East and in Asia, Canada 
was the first of the new world 
nations to fight. 

The recent visit of a Royal Can- 
adian Air Force bombing crew to 
Ottawa and other Canadian cities 
was evidence of the prowess of 
Canadian fighting forces. This visit 
brought too an increasing con- 
sciousness of “the vastness and 
nearness of existing danger.” 

“Today half a million volunteers 
are on active service in the three 
armed forces,” Mr. King contin- 
ued. “To equal in numbers alone 
Canada’s voluntary armed effort, 
the United States would require, 
in proportion to its population, to 
have on active service in its arm- 
ed forces 6,000,000 meh.” 


40,000 CONSCRIPTS 

In addition Canada had more 
than 40,000 men engaged in com- 
pulsory military training for the 
duration of the war and tens of 
thousands giving their spare time 
to service in the reserve army. 

“In three years of this war, with- 
out counting part time service at 
all, more men are serving or have 
served in the navy, army and air 
forces of Canada than the total 
number who served both volun- 
tarily and compulsorily in the whole 
of the last war,” he added. 

Canada’s expeditionary force in 
Britain was not simply an army 
corps but a Canadian army which 
at the end of the present year 
would consists of two complete 
corps, the second an armored 
corps, 

“Naval ship production is keeping 
pace with the supply of trained men 
and even balance is being main- 
tained between ships and men,” he 
said speaking of the remarkable 
growth of the Royal Canadian Navy 
with a personnel of more than 40,- 
000 men and well over 400 ships in 
operation, 


SACRIFICED THE 
SPECTACULAR 

In deciding to concentrate on air 
training in the early stages of the 
war Canada deliberately sacrificed 
the immediately spectacular for 
slower but greater and more effec- 
tive results. Today these results 
were to be seen on almost every 
battle front around the globe. 

“On the economic front, as in the 
military sphere, Canada in this war 
has also led the way among the 
nations of the new world,” Mr. King | 
said, “We have led in the transfor'm- 
ation from a peace time to a war

Canada had led the new world 
as an arsenal; granary and ship- 
yard as well as in war taxation 
and finance, the conservation of 
raw materials, efforts to prevent 
profiteering and inflation, control 
of the cost of living and the over- 
all employment of manpower. 


Canada’s production had never 
been limited to the needs of her 
own forces and Canadian weapons 
and munitions were in use in Egypt, 
Russia, the Southern Pacific and 
China. Canadian shipyards were an 
important factor in contributing to 
one of the most imperative war 
needs. 

“As for foodstuffs, it is literally 
true that after Britain was cut off 
from European supplies in 1940, her 
people and her fighting men were 
saved from starvation by Canadian 
food,” Mr. King said. “Canadian 
wheat and flour are now being 
sent in large quantities to Greece 
and to Russia. Canadian workmen 
and farmers are playing their full 
paii in Canada’s war effort.” 


LAUDS WOMEN’S EFFORT 
The prime minister paid particu- 
lar tribute to “the splendid and 


ing in the achievement of an all- 
out Canadian effort.” 

Women of the nursing service 
had taken, as always, a pioneer 
role of women in wartime service. 
Members of the Canadian Women's 
Army Corps and the Women’s Divi- 
sion of the Royal Canadian Air 
Force were, on active duty in all 
parts of Canada and some were al- 
ready overseas. Soon similar duties 
would be undertaken by the Woe 
men’s Royal Canadian Naval Ser- 
vice. 

“Equally worthy and equally es- 
sential work is being accomplished 
by the thousands of women in war 
industry,’ Mr. King continued. 
“Their growing skill is adding 
daily to the mounting volume of 
machines and munitions of war is- 
suing from Canadian factories and 
workshops. In factories, offices, 
shops and farms all over Canada, 
women, in increasing numbers, are 
doing work formerly performed by 
men.” 

The women who were engaged 
in keeping together their homes 
and families were performing 
equally important work. 

“If we on this continent have 
thus far escaped invasion either 
by Japanese forces from across the 
Pacific or by German forces from 
across the Atlantic, it is because of 
the resistance of other nations.

Ottawa to Seek | 
Call-Up Status 
Of New (lasses 


OTTAWA, Sepi. 11—(CP)— 
Pre-classification of men who are 
possible candidates for military 
call-up is regarded in informed 


circles as one of the most im- 
portant features of the new man- 
power set-up which will link the 
call-up with needs of essential 
industry under the control of 
national selective service, a 
branch of the labor department. 


| 

Under present conditions practi- 
cally all men outside the immedi- 
ately eligible group—single men 
and childless widowers from 20 to 
40—are uninformed on the possi- 
bility of their being called in the 
event of an extension of the call- 
up provisions. 


DETERMINE STATUS 


The new plan, it is understood, 
provides for pre-classification as 
to essentiality in civ#lian occupa- 
tion and pre-medical examination 
of men likely to become subject to 
call. 

Such action, it is believed, would 
relieve uneasiness and uncertainty 
which now is felt by both workers 
and employers. From the stand- 
point of the employer the greatest 
value would be an advanée warn- 
ing so that a substitute worker 
could be trained 

Employers are likely to be ask- 
ed to classify their employees 
into such groups as dispensable, 
dispensable on short notice, dis- 
pensable on long notice and in- 
dispensable.

250,000 REQUIRED 

Needs of the armed forces and 
industry for the last five months 
of the year are placed ‘by Elliott 
M. Little, director of national selec- 
tive service, at 250,000 people. 

With only some 60,000 fully em- 
ployable men shown to be with- 
out jobs in the June registration, 
and many of these presumably 
since employed, it is obvious that 
men now in inQustry and other 
occupations will have to fill the 
needs of the armed forces, some 
150,000.

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Not So Bad 


There were 73 strikes in Canada dur- 
ing July, against 54 in June, and only 29 
in July of last year. 

But the loss of time because of the 
strikes was less serious than these fig- 
ures suggest. In July the working days 
lost numbered 54,402, while in June they 
were 41,232, and in July of last year 
48,859, 

This record is far from good, at a time 
when every lost day in a war or other vital 
industry is important; and most of the 
July strikes tied up industries of these 
classes. But it is not relatively bad. If 
the interruptions during the latest month 
reported were far more numerous than a 
year ago, the loss of time was not much 
greater. 

There should be no strikes—and no 
lockouts—in wartime. These crude meth- 
ods are not necessary. They are wasteful 
to those directly concerned. They hinder 
the carrying on of war work. They do 
something to disturb national unity, They 
make life harder for everybody. 

But measured dgainst the number of 
industries which were not interrupted, 
and the number of man-days worked, the 
figures are small. They show that in gen- 
eral the industrial employees of the Do- 
minion are recognizing their responsi- 
bilities to the nation, and are making use 
of the means provided fer the peaceful 
settlement of grievances.

Better Get It Now 


In the first half of this year Alberta 
shipped to Ontario and supplied to the 
railways more than 103,000 tons more 
coal than during the first half of last 
yearn, 

The railways, whose fuel requirements 
respond directly to the volume of traffic 
handled, took nearly 18,000 tons more 
than last year, while shipments to Ontario 
were up more than 80,000 tons. In June, 
the last month of record, shipments to 
that province were six times greater than 
for June of 1941. 

The latter figures are probably even 
more significant than the comparison sug- 
gests. It was about that point in the sum- 
mer when easterh buyers were told they 
had better look to Alberta for more of 
their winter’s coal supply than they had 
ever done before. The June figures indi- 
cate that they took the hint, and the move- 
ment may be assumed to have been cor- 
respondingly heavier during July and 
August than it was a year ago. 

For the Alberta consumer, the moral 
is plain. He had better get in his winter's 
supply early. There is a maximum _be- 
yond which mine output cannot be sud- 
denly expanded. With the railways and 
the eastern market demanding more, a 

»od time to buy coal is when it can be 
got. 

There is the other consideration also 
that the more coal the mines can sell out- 
side Alberta the more money they will put 
in circulation here. Imported coal-money 
goes just as far as imported wheat-money 
to make the wheels of business turn. 


Why Stalingrad? 


A statement has been issued by- the 
Moscow information bureau which says 
the Axis forces have lost since the begin- 
ning of May on the Russian front nearly 
three-quarters of a million men killed. De- 
tails of enemy units destroyed are added, 
which show that this estimate is not a 
guess merely, but the result of a compila- 
tion of figures from the various battle- 
fields. ‘ 

In fighting such as has taken place 
there, the ratio of wounded to killed can 
searcely be less than five to one. This 
Supposition is borne out by the fact that 
in Norway and the Netherlands public 
buildings have been turned into hospitals 
to accommodate the overflow from the 
hospitals in Germany and the satellite 
states, 

On this basis 3,500,000 Axis soldiers 
at least have been put out of action, tem- 
porarily or permanently, by wounds, The 
total man loss for the summer campaign 
thus sums up to 4,000,000 or more; half 
or more than half the first line troops 
with which Hitler began his thrust to the 
East, Of those a million may be supposed 
to have been disabled only temporarily. 

The Russian losses have also been 
heavy, but there is reason to suppose they 
do not approach these figures, for an at- 
tacking force usually suffers more se- 
verely than that on the defence. 

In any event, the Russian losses do 
nol compensate the Fuehrer for his own 
vanished divisions; nor Germany for its 
missing men, and the army of cripples 
who have returned from another sum- 
mer’s fighting against the Red army 
which Hitler said last October had been 
smashed beyond recovery. 

The substance of this gory calcula- 
tion will in one way or another get to the 
people of the Reich, and to the peoples in 
countries from which Hitler’s | forced 
levies were drawn. They will not be al- 
lowed to read the Moscow report; but the 
train-loads of wounded, and the absence 
of letters from loved ones at the front, 
will tell the tale with sufficient clearness. 

This perhaps explains why the Nazi 
generals have been sacrificing men with- 
oul. regard in their attacks on Stalingrad,

There was of course a reason for the 
decision to extend British control over 
the whole island of Madagascar, and the 
fighting that has resulted. The announce-- 
ment at Washington goes no farther than 
to say this is necessary for the security 
of the Allied route to India, the Persian 
Gulf and Egypt. The truth no doubt is 
that Vichy has given the Japanese per- 
mission to establish submarine and air 
bases there—as it did in Indo-China, 


Two offensives are now under way 
in the South Pacific. In New Guinea the 
Japanese have outflanked the Austral- 
ians and threaten Port Moresby. But in 
the Solomons the American troops have 
captured another island on the way to 
the enemy base at Buka. This is probably 
the base from which the Japanese troops 
in New Guinea are supplied and rein- 
forced; and the approach of the Ameri- 
can forces not only threatens the base 
itself but outflanks the enemy in that 
island. The “tendencies” of the situation 
are by no means all on the side of the 
Japanese,

Should Social Activities 
Be Eliminated While 


War Is On? 


By MARY ALICE QUAYNE 


A number of Edmonton women 
have written me offering various 
opinions about wartime entertain- 
ing. : 

Some of them feel that social 
affairs should be limited strictly to 
those gatherings which conduct 
some useful war work. 

Others feel social affairs should 
be kept to a minimum. 


Still others are of the opinion 
that social activity should be ab- 
solutely abandoned during the 
period of the war. 

Now, if I may give my opinion, I 
would say that all of them are 
wrong. ‘ 

I believe most women are firmly 
convinced, by this time, that their 
energies and abilities belong, first, 
to their families, and, secondly, to 
the war effort. 

I believe that all realize that they 
all will have to make a maximum 
contribution to the winning of the 
war, if the war is to be won. 

The mistake is made in trying to 
combine social life with this neces- 


sity. War work is not a social acti- 
vity at all. The two are sharply 
separated. 


Thus, when it comes to the pro- 
blem of wartime entertaining, it 
only confuses the issue to try to ad- 
just it with or measure it by essen- 
tial war work. 


Relaxation 

The prime purpose of social con- 
tacts is to refresh and stimulate 
the mind. If social affairs fail to 
accomplish this purpose, they are 


fighting in the field, our airmen are 
hattling in the sky and our sailors 
are hazardously plowing the seas. 

It seems to me that this war will 
never be quite won until our legis- 
lators and our fighting men unite 
in a common purpose, until both 
our military and our legislative 
efforts are combined to cure the 
ills of society. 

So far, the military campaign to- 
wards this end seems to be getting 


useless and nonsensical, whether 
it be peacetime or wartime. 

By what stretch of the imagina- 
tion can anyone suppose we need 
less mental refreshment in war 
than in peace? It seems to me that 
intelligent relaxation and the men- 
tal stimulus of good talk is a good 
deal more essential now than it 
ever was before. 

It is vitally important that we 
keep our minds wholesome and 
our viewpoints healthy. How bet- 
ter can we do this than by the 
casual and friendly exchange of 
views and opinions under the guise 
of what is known as entertaining? 


Entertain, by all means, But pro- 
mote those kinds of entertainment 
that are refreshing, stimulating and 
relaxing. All those kinds of func- 
tions that merely tickle social van- 
ity and make an excuse for a par- 
ade of fancy clothing and fancy 
food are definitely and absolutely 
out, 


No Waste 


There are, of course, a few spec- 
jal rules to be scrupulously ob- 
served in wartime entertaining. 

Don’t, for instance, promote any 
social function that encourages the 
consumption of extra and unneces- 
sary food. Entertaining that in- 
volves the service of food should 
take place at regular meal times 
and not between regular meal 
times. 

Don’t enter into any social com- 
petition in the matter of fine 
clothes. Sartorial extravagance is | 
silly at any time. In this war period 
it is criminal. 

Don't serve wasteful kinds of 
food. Don’t try to go your neighbor | 
one better in the matter of fancy 
sandwiches or cakes or chafing 
dish specials. 


along much better than the legis- 
lative campaign towards this end. 

The military campaign to re- 
habilitate society at least has de- 
fined its purpose. It knows what 
it wants. 

The legislative and civilian coun- 
ternart of the military side of the 
war is, of course, social security. 

And whatever victories our arm- 
ed forces gain, those victories will 
be barren, in a positive, construc- 


If these few simple rules, and 
others like them, are faithfully ob- 
served, wartime entertaining will 
be beneficial. It will lift morale 
and help to keep everyone in best 
working trim. 

Remember, don’t waste time or 
food or money. But remember, too, 
that nobody can work all the time 
and that stimulating social con- 
tacts, if kept within the bounds of 
reason. are wholesome and inspir- 
ing.

Words, Words, Words; a New Book of Em 


New Democracy Is Terri- 
fying Volume With 
Medley of Thought 
Symbols. ‘

A frightening book, 907 pages 
long, has found its way to this desk, | 
with the following title: A Diction- 
ary of Discriminated Synonyms 
with Antonyms and Analogous) 
and Contrasted Words. 

We should add right away that} 
besides the 907 pages there are so 
many pages devoted to intro- 


ductory matter, surveys, histories, 
analyses, definitions and explana- 
tory notes that their total comes 
to a figure which in Roman num- 
erals we cah scarcely decipher. 
And in front of all that comes a 
preface and behind it all an ap- 
pendix. 

A synonym, as all good and true 
men must know, is one of two or 
more words in the English lan- 
guage which have the same or 
very nearly the same _ essential 
meaning. An antonym is a word 
which has the opposite meaning to 
another word. God and right are 


synonyms; good and bad are 
antonyms, 

However, on the XXXIII, the 
editors declare that they don't 


think their list of synonyms and 
antonyms would be sufficient with- 


out some analogous words and 
contrasted words thrown in. 
Analogous words are words closely 
related in meaning. Contrasted 


words (we'll let them explain this) 


are “terms sharply differing in 
meaning from the entry word. . || 
some are close synonyms of its} 


antonym, but many are opposed to} 
it only in part of their meaning.” | 

The editors also throw in this 
guilding principle before getting | 
down to work: 

“The essential part of this dic- 
tionary consists of the synonyms 
and their discriminations and ot 
the antonyms otf the words thus 
discriminated.” 


But that guiding principle is no 
guide to this reader and it is sug- 


gested we plunge of our own ac- 
cord, let the santosyms fall where 
they may. ‘ 


First Entry 

The first entry is abaft, whose 
Synonyms are aft and astern;! 
whose analogous words are after, 
rear, back, posterior, hind, hinder; 
whose antonym is afore; whose 


/contrasted words are ahead, for- | 


ward, before. But, wait—there’s 
more to abaft, aft and astern than 


just that: 

“Abaft (opposed to afore) 
commonly suggests position 
relatively nearer the stern or 


rear part of the ship; as, his sta- 
tion is abaft the foremast; the 
wave struck her abaft the beam. 
Aft (opposed to forward) sug- 
gests position actually in that 
part of the ship to the rear of 
the midship section; as, they 
went aft to hoist the mainsail; 
a cabin aft of the lounge. Astern 
(opposed to ahead) now chiefly 
implies position outside and to 
the rear of a ship; as, the wake 
astern of a vessel; a brisk breeze 
astern.” 

So there you are, you tandlub- 
bers; lower away and we'll turn 
the pages.

Abracadabfa has -for synonyms 
gibberish, hocus;pocus, mummery; 
and its analogous words are 
magic, sorcery, thaumaturgy.

The situation regarding the net 
earnings of companies producing 
| war supplies, in Britain, the United 
States and Canada, belies com- 
| pletely the suggestion that high 
| profits are being made, A false 
|impression is constantly given by 
certain people who make irrespon- 
sible illusions to such profits. 

In Britain, war profits were ac- 
} tually lower in 1941 than in 1939, 
according to the London Economist, 
a most responsible journal. In the 
United States, a close study made 
by the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers showed that net profits 
this year will be considerably less 
than two years ago and very much 
lower than last year, In Canada, 
the net profits of 146 companies in 
1941 were less than 3 per ceni 
higher than in 1939, according to a 
survey by the Financial Post. The} 
volume of business of the Canadian 
companies was much greater in 
1941, and the level of profits in 
Canada in 1939 was lower than in} 
Britain where defence industries | 
then were very active. 


Profits Halved 

The Economist shows that gross 
profits of British companies de- 
clined 5.1 per cent between 1939 and 
1941. It finds that the 100 per cent 
excess profits tax has been com- 
pletely effective, and that net earn- 
ings “have been more than halved, 
as a result of the doubling of-the| 
standard income, tax between the 
first quarter of 1938 and the second 
quarter of 1941." That is to say that 
profits of British companies have | 
not increased but have been greatly | 
reduced during the war. 

In the United States, the National 
Association of Manufacturers finds | 
than 2,225 corporations earned §$1,- 
637,000,000 in 1940, before taxes, In| 
1941, their gross earnings rose to 
$2,879,000,000, and for this year they | 
are estimated at $3,500,000,000. But} 
the picture is changed in taxation 
Net profits, after taxes, did increase | 
in 1941 from $1,130,000,000 to $1,380,- | 
000,000, but, this year, they are esti-| 
mated to drop to $900,000,000, That | 
means with a much larger volume | 
of business and with their gross | 
profits more than doubled in the| 
last two years, the net profits of 
those 2,225 companies are lower by 
$230,000,000. The percentage of ev- 
ery sales dollar going for taxes| 
has increased in the two years from/|

The increase in gross profits in 
Canada for 146 companies from 1939

increase of gross profits in the

NICE AUTUMNS 

The Moscow region normally has 
fine autumn weather in September 
and October after a wet summer. 
\ mean temperature below freezing | 
begins the first week in November. 
The first snow last year was on 
Nov. 7, but steady snow is unlikely 
before the end of November. 

In the Kalinin region, it snows af- 
fer the middle of November, and 
real winter begins after the first 
of December. 

In the area from Vyazma to 
Voronezh, real winter begins in 
mid-December. 

It is dry from Stalingrad to As- 
trakhan (on the Caspian), although 
there may be some rain now, a lit-| 
tle snow any time and hard frost 
and high winds in December and} 
January. 


CAUCASUS DRY 

North Caucasus autumns are dry 
and there is never much hard frost 
or steady snow. There are cold 
winds in January and February, but 
they did not prevent military oper- 
ations in the Russian civil war. 

The Batum region is sub-tropical 
with heavy winter rains. 

There is heavy snow in the Cau- 
casus mountain passes after the 
middle of October. Weather condi- 
tions on the Caspian coast favor 
military operations the year round.

Allied Air Force Dispersal 
Essential During Defensive 


While the tenacious and incred-, 
{bly brave Russians are spilling 
their blood at the rate of 7,000 men 
per day to break the machinery 


and sap the strength of the German | 
Army, Allied air power is steadily 
expanding the scope of its opera- 
tions. Proponents of pure air} 
strategy in Britain have given their | 
opinion that a second front in the | 
air could assure victory in a matter 
of months if available aircraft were 
only concentrated on the job of | 
smashing Germany. 

The members of this school, 
however, have expressed them- 
selves no less forcibly to argue 
that the war could be lost in the 
same period if the United Nations 
continue to dissipate their air 
strength over a number of fronts. | 
It is saaid that we are fighting | 

as Hitler wants us to fight, spread- 
ing both our military and air 
strength over vast areas which are 
difficult of access, while German 
forces moving swiftly on internal 
lines of communication can bring 
greater strength to bear at any one 
point. In other words, at any point 
in our long system of defenses, the 
enemy can “get there fastest with 
the mostest men.” 

There is, of course, another side 
to the argument, and it has to do} 
with timing and economics. The 
United Nations draw a great deal 
of their oil from’ the Anglo-Pers- 
jan oil fields. 


DISPERSAL IS ESSENTIAL 

They have trade with Turkey, 
and obligations to the Turkish 
people, upon whom they rely to 
act as a buffer between Germany 
and her dearest ambitions. The 
Middle East, besides being a reser- 
voir of oil, is the bridge between 
the Occident and the Orient, two 
focal points of Axis power. We must | 
therefore, hold the Middle East at 
least until we can be absolutely 
sure of striking a swift and mortal | 
blow at the German enemy from | 
the West.

Fritzie handed Red a gaudy box- 
ing lesson, puffed his face up with 
knife-life punches and won go- 
ing away in a rough and tumble 
braw! that had a near-full house 
hopping to its feet time after 
time, r 
On the Associated Press score 

card, the flat-ndsed Pittsburgh 
beauty won eight rounds against 
two for Freddie the Red, who came 
out of the navy to take on this bout 
for the benefit of the U.S.O. and 
goes from here directly to active 
sea duty. 

Two rounds were taken away 
from Cochrane by Referee Arthur 
Donovan for fouls, but one of these 
Fritzie won by a mile, anyWay. 


Maintaining his record of being 
one of the Garden's best “meal 
tickets” — although Cochrane un- 
doubtedly helped, too—Fritzie drew 


a crowd of 13,259 customers. They 
contributed», to a gross gate of 
$30,817. 


Cochrane, who sprang the fistic 
upset of 1942 by winning the title 
from Zivic the last time, relied 
almost entirely on a wild-swinging 
body attack last night. It did some 
good through the first five rounds, 
but from the sixth to the finish, 
Zivic banged away at Freddie's 
head almost at will. 

In the end, it was Cochrane's 
style of fighting that helped Zivic 
most. Freddie bored in close in 
every round, and Fritzie discovered 
early he had all the best of the in- 
fighting any time he went to work. 
So he went to work all the way and 
did most of his damage with short 
chopping punches that bounced 
Freddie’s head around anytime the 
two got at close range. 

. 

There was more than a little bit 
of extra-curricular clouting, too 
Cochrane used his head almost as 
freely as his fists. And Fritzie 
countered with an occasiona! thrust 
of the finger, or a backhand once 
in a while, and now and then 
showed his “artistry” with neat ex- 
hibitions of hitting and holding. It 
was a lot of fun for everyone out- 
side the ring. 

The fifth was by far Fritzie’s best 
round. He opened up with both 
hands to the head, landed a smash- 
ing hook in close that made the 
champion wince and brought red 
from his nose and, at the bell, left 
Freddie somewhat dazed. Donovan 
“took” this round away from 
Cochrane, but it was about as much 
a gift for Zivic as a breath of air. 
The other round Donovan gave to 
Fritz was the seventh, for a low 
blow Cochrane threw,

Fritzie’s mouth was cut on the 
inside as early as the first round, 
but he more than made up for this 
by raising a “mouse” under Coch- 
rane’s left eye in the third, and 
“puffing up” both Freddie's eyes in 
the ninth 

The fight was an over-weight 
affair, but only for. the fact that 
Zivie drank a glass of water before 
yesterday's noon weigh-in was he a 
quarter of a pound over the 147- 
pound welterweight maximum, 
Since Cochrane also was under the 
legal limit, Fritzie might have tried 
to claim the crown he lost last year 
and for which he was promised a 
return shot if he officially scaled 
less than the 147 maximum. 

ZIVIC TO MEET 
HENRY ARMSTRONG 


NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—(AP)— 
Immediately after former welter- 
weight champion Fritzie Zivie out- 
pointed the title-holder, Red Coch- 
rane, last night Promoter Mike 
Jacobs announced he plans to 
match Zivie with another ex-147- 
pound boss, Henry Armstrong, 
probably November 6 

It was from Afmstrong that Ziviec 
won the welterweight title October 
4, 1940. They fought a return match 
in January, 1941, before a crowd of 
more than 23,000the record turn- 
out for a fight in Madison Square 
Garden.

An unique report of the hero- +: 


ism displayed by an official of the 
Hawaiian Air Depot Federal 
Credit Union at Hickman Field, 
Hawaii, when Japs launched their 
fateful attack on that air base 
December 7 last is published in a 
pamphlet received in Edmonton 
recently by Charles D. Denney, 


supervisor of credit unions ‘or 
the provincial government. 
The report received from Mr. 


Denney states: 

“It would seem a little out of the 
bounds of possibility that anyone 
would give his life for 
Union. Yet on December 7, 1941, 
P. E. Eldred, the former treasurer 
of the "'awaiian Air Depot Federal 
Credit Union at Hickam Field did 
make the supreme sacrifice for his 
credit union 

“It is as amazing fact that during 
the treacherous attack by the Jap- 
anese Mr. Eldred, who lived near 
the field, made a desperate attempt 
to reach the credit union office in 
one of the hangars so that he might 
remove the records. While he was 
towards the hangar the 
Japanese machine bullets riddled 


| his body. 


“The inspiring example of this 
member has stirred credit 
members in Hawaii profoundly 
Though the records of the union 
were almost completely destroyed, 
including the members’ passbooks 
which had been left with the treas- 
urer on Dec. 6, the officers and

threatened shortage of milk was 
turned down by the city council's 
bylaws committee at a meeting 
held Thursday afternoon at the 
civic block. 
_Also rejected by the committee 
was a resolution by Ald. Sidney 
Bowcott that the Board of Public 
Utilities be asked to increase the 
number of licenses to supply milk 
to Edmonton by 10 per cent. 


MAINTAIN REVIEW 

The committee decided to 
struct the city commissioners that 
the milk supply of Edmonton be 
under review and that the 


inatter be again referred to the city 
council when ‘developments war- 
rant. 

The Consumers’ League spokes- 
man, Raymond E. Shaul, submitted 
that to avert a threatened shortage 
of milk and to assure an adequate 


supply of milk to Edmonton the} 


milkshed should be extended. It 
was suggested that the milkshed 
radius be set at 50 miles instead of 
the 15 mile limit now in operation. 
It was contended also that this ex- 
tension of the shed would result in 
cheaper milk for city consumers. 
Dr. G. M. Little, medical health 
officer, said there was no im- 
mediate danger of a milk short- 
age, and that the potential supply 
was adequate to meet the grow- 
ing needs of the city. He said the 
quality and supply to Edmonton 
was unequalled on the continent. 


He said that, in his opinion, the 


extension of the shed would result | 


in increased costs, as it would be 
necessary to extend the inspection 
services. Cost of these services 
would have to be met, either

He quoted: “Certainly, brutality

| It has always been true that, as the 

psalms have it, ‘the dark places of 
the earth are full of the habitations 


of cruelty.” Men who are little more 


than savages can he expected to 
behave as beasts. But never before 


erately made the profession, ‘evil, 
be thou my god.’ 

“This war is unlike all other wars, 
for the deformed monstrosities that 


out of that darkness and openly
